The Resistance, the Young Peoples 
Socialist League, the Student Peace 
Union, and the dozens of independent 
nonviolent groups each of which exists 
on only one campus (such as the Everett 
College Peaceful Political Action Group). 
It is these student organizations, and not 
SDS, which should have the sympathy 
and support of the FOR. The Seattle 
Community College chapter of the Stu- 
dent Peace Union held a birthday party 
on 2 October to celebrate the centennial 
of Gandhi's birth and to propagate his 
ideas. 

None of the articles in the “special 
student issue” were written by under- 
graduate college students or by high 
school students. All of the articles were 
by college professors or administrators, 


except for one by a graduate student who 
is a doctoral candidate at an elite univer- 
sity. If you decide to publish another 
“student issue” next September, I would 
suggest that (in the March, April, May, 
and June 1970 issues of FELLOWSHIP) you 
call for student-age FOR members to 
write and submit articles for it. 

I was especially dismayed by Robert 
Gussner’s suggestion of “familiarizing 
oneself with some more substantial works 
on the subject (of imperialism), for ex- 
ample, Victor Perlo’s AMERICAN IM- 
PERIALISM, or other of his wor 
(September 1969 FELLOWSHIP, page 9). 
Victor Perlo is one of the Communist 
Party’s leading apologists for Russian im- 
perialism, and therefore he cannot be con- 
sidered to be a genuine anti-imperialist.

of condemning the democratization 
which had taken place in Czechoslovakia, 
and attempting to justify Russia’s im- 
perialist invasion of Czechoslovakia on 
20-21 August 1968. 

If we are to be pacifists, then we must 
make absolutely clear our opposition to 
all warfare and all violence, both West 
and East, both right and left, wherever it 
occurs, and regardless of who perpetrates 
it and for what reason they perpetrate it. 
The end does not ever justify the means.
